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PRESIDENT’S  ANNUAL  MESSAGE 

You  may  have  been  astonished  to  liear  that  I  had  suddenly  be¬ 
taken  myself  to  Sunny  California  on  twenty-four  hours  notice ;  but 
1  doubt  if  your  surprise  is  equal  to  mine  and  every  little  while  I  stop 
to  wonder  what  has  happened  to  me.  I  felt  extremely  guilty  about 
leaving  when  I  did,  just  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  As  things  were 
it  was  impossible  for  me  to  do  otherwise  and  I  hope  you  will  explain 
to  the  members  of  the  Alumnae  that  what  might  seem  like  running 
away  was  nothing  of  the  sort.  It  is  one  of  the  disadvantages  of 
having  a  President  who  is  doing  private  duty  and  I  am  hoping  that 
the  election  will  remove  such  a  hazard  and  put  our  permanent  Mrs. 
Tracy  in  the  chair.  But  before  giving  up  my  office  for  the  year  will 
you  express  for  me  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  loyal  support  I  have 
had  from  officers  and  members  during  my  term  of  office.  To  them 
belongs  the  credit  of  what  has  been  accomplished  and  my  regret  is  that 
I  cannot  be  there  to  express  my  appreciation  personally;  and  while 
we  have  not  been  able  quite  to  measure  up  to  our  Goal,  I  do  feel  that 
for  a  group  of  busy  women  a  good  deal  has  been  accomplished.  Our 
contribution  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  toward  the  Naperville  Cottage 
has  been  raised,  also  to  our  own  building  fund,  the  assistance  to  students 
which  I  should  like  to  see  carried  on  in  a  more  definite  way ;  numerous 
loans  to  members  and  sick  benefits  given,  and  outstanding,  of  course, 
is  the  raising  of  the  fund  for  the  endowment  of  our  room  which  was 
possible  only  through  the  efforts  of  the  many  loyal  members  them¬ 
selves.  Other,  though  not  less  important  things  have  been  accom¬ 
plished  and  my  one  regret  has  been  that  I  have  had  so  little  time  to 
give  to  the  work  of  the  Association,  As  I  have  stated  many  times,  I 
have  always  had  ideals  for  my  Alumnae  and  some  day  soon  I  should 
like  to  see  other  things  started,  such  as  backing  up  the  campaign  for 
a  new  Nurses’  Home,  etc. 

I  want  especially  to  thank  Miss  Werner  and  Miss  McNab  for  their 
loyal,  splendid  support,  and  I  know  how  difficult  it  has  all  been, 
especial!}^  with  the  long  distance  telephone  between  us  so  much  of 
the  time.  You  don’t  know  how  sorry  I  am  not  to  be  there  for  the 
meeting  and  shall  wait  anxiously  to  hear  all  about  it.  I  expect  to  be 
here  about  a  month  and  shall  write  you  further.

Your  Secretary  respectfidly  submits  the  following  report  covering 
the  year  1924: 

Eight  regular  and  one  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
were  held,  with  an  average  attendance  of  eight  members. 

The  nine  regular  meetings  of  the  Organization  were  held  as  author- 
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ized  with  an  average  attendance  of  32  members  Also  one  mass  meeting 
in  March  at  which  47  members  were  present. 

During  the  year,  the  Sick  Benefit  of  $50.00  has  been  applied  for  and 
voted  to  four  members,  a  loan  of  $50.00  to  one  and  $100.00  to  another 
member,  and  one  St.  Luke’s  graduate,  a  non-member,  was  cared  for 
during  her  last  illness  and  death. 

$25.00  was  voted  to  the  Russian  Nurses  Relief  Fund,  and  $100.00 
American  Nurses  Relief  Fund. 

Our  $1,000.00  pledges  each  to  the  Naperville  T.  B.  Sanitarium  and 
the  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  Building  Fund  have  been  completed. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January,  1924,  the  motion  was  carried  to 
raise  $25,000.00  for  a  room  for  sick  nurses.  As  the  Committee’s  report 
today  will  show,  we  have  had  surprising  success  in  our  undertaking 
and  it  seems  to  me  we  have  made  the  Margaret  Edith  Johnstone 
Memorial  a  very  fitting  one  indeed.  A  competent  committee  is  en¬ 
deavoring  to  compile  rules  and  regulations  to  control  this  room  which 
is  now  assured. 

With  the  co-operation  of  all  St.  Luke’s  Graduates,  1925  should 
bring  us  even  more  gratifying  results.

Miss  Best  briefly  explained  the  three-year  program  planned  and  noted 
that  all  important  Alumnae  Associations  were  contributing  from  one 
to  five  hundred  dollars.  Moved  by  Miss  Werner  that  the  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  to  ascertain  whether  advisable  that 
the  Alumnae  give  one  hundred  dollars  each  year  for  the  ensuing  three 

vears.  Motion  was  carried.

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TO  THE  PRIVATE  DUTY  NURSES 

(With  all  due  apology  to  those  for  whom  this  is  not  intended.) 

As  a  group,  in  what  are  we  graduate  nurses  particularly  interested  ? 
Are  we  a  civic-minded  body,  loyal  to  our  school ;  members  of  the 
Alumnae  and  cheerful  contributors  to  the  Johnstone  Memorial?  Or, 
are  we  just  single  track  minds  bent  on  a  monetary  plane  of  individual 
profit  from  “plums'’  so  far  matured  in  the  profession?  8aid  plums, 
of  coui’se,  having  been  planted  by  others.  To  enlarge  our  circle  of 
activity;  how  many  nurses  are  automatically  becoming  members 
through  the  Alumnae  and  exercise  the  privilege  of  membership  in  the 
First  District  Association  to  tlie  extent  of  attending  meetings  at  the 
Club? 

iStrange  as  it  may  seem,  a  good  many  of  us  have  never  been  to  the 
fifteenth  floor  of  the  Lake  View  Building.  If  we  had  read  the  February 
number  of  the  Journal  we  might  have  taken  secret  pride  in  the  article 
contributed  by  Miss  Crissy  with  accompanying  views  of  the  very  de¬ 
lightful  and  attractive  club  rooms  of  the  Chicago  nurses. 

The  Central  Begistry  which  is  maintained  there  has  listed  eleven 
hundred  graduate  nurses.

Katherine  Raclin,  in  her  appreciation  of  nurses  and  nursing,  who  is 
making  this  possible.  She  hopes  to  realize  several  thousand  dollars 
for  additional  rooms  at  the  Club  and  if  this  goes  over  big,  her  dream 
is  to  have  a  benefit  concert  each  year. 

Not  only  is  this  being  done  for  nurses,  but  Miss  Raclin  is  offering 
clioice  seats  to  us  in  advance  at  the  club  rooms  until  March  twentieth 
before  they  are  on  sale  at  the  box  office. 

It  is  surely  a  great  tribute  to  those  who  “keep  on  doing  the  same 
old  things”  and  have  made  a  “friend  to  man”.  Another  of  our 
gracious  friends  is  Mrs.  Bolton  of  Cleveland,  a  lay  woman  vitally 
intei*ested  in  nurses;  in  their  education  and  in  their  obligations  to  the 
]niblic.  She  has  personally  given  fifteen  thousand  dollars  to  the 
National  League  of  Education  that  steps  may  be  taken  to  grade 
schools  of  nursing  on  a  university  basis.

The  new  St.  Luke’s  calls  for  our  best  to  carry  on  the  traditions  of 
the  old.

In  1885  she  came  to  Chicago  and 
entered  St.  Luke ’s  Training  School  for  nurses,  thus  becoming  a  member 
of  the  first  class.  The  year  following  her  graduation  she  organized 
the  first  Training  School  for  Nurses  in  the  Northwestern  Hospital, 
Minneapolis.  In  1889  she  married  Dr.  Gregory  and  has  lived  on  the 
North  Side  of  Chicago  ever  since.  She  was  an  active  and  loyal 
churchwoman,  a  communicant  of  St.  Peter’s  Church  for  over  thirty 
years  and  an  active  alive  member  as  she  was  in  all  that  she  under¬ 
took.  In  addition,  she  was  a  life  member  of  the  Lake  VieAV  Woman’s 
Club,  and  of  the  Lake  VieAv  Musical  Society. 

The  burial  was  from  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Bishop  Anderson  and  Dr. 
Bowen  officiating.  Interment  in  Rose  Hill  Cemetery. 

“She  rests  from  her  labors  and  her  works  do  folloAV  her.^’  “Rest 
eternal,  grant  unto  her,  O  Lord,  and  let  light  perpetual  shine  upon 
her.” 


HOSPITAL  REMINISCENCES 

Father  Wright 

Only  recently  have  I  passed  the  date  of  my  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
as  Chaplain  of  St.  Luke’s.  The  Silver  Jubilee  is  one  quite  commonly 
marked  with  elaborate  functions  and  gala  festiAuties.  Ma^  incumbencv 
lias  been  so  domestic  in  its  character  that  I  Avould  have  gladly  have 
called  together  my  “children”  and  friends  and  neighbors  to  rejoice 
Avith  me  and  join  Avith  me  in  praising  God  for  this  remarkable  period 
of  opportunit}^  Avhich  He  has  vouchsafed  to  me  and  for  the  many 
blessings  in  wdiich  it  has  abounded.  But  that  dream  was  not  to  be 
realized.  So  I  am  especially  glad  to  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity 
to  rcAueAv  briefly  these  eventful  twenty-five  years  Avith  many  of  the 
children  of  St.  Luke’s  Avho  are  readers  of  this  periodical. 

I  Avas  just  emerging  from  a  tAvo  years’  period  of  comparatively  rest 
due  to  a  nerAmus  breakdown  after  seven  years  of  very  hard  Avork  at 
tlie  Cathedral.  The  field  there  Avas  just  such  as  I  may  have  dreamed 
of  AAdien  on  errands  of  mercy  while  in  my  teens,  or  learning  the  trade 
of  my  father’s  Avoolen  mill  that  I  might  be  able  to  see  things  from  the 
Avorking  man’s  AueAvpoint ;  or  the  teaching  street  urchins  in  a  mission 
school  on  the  East  Side  of  Noav  York  City,  and  a  night  school  in 
“Houston  Street”.  It  Avas  such  as  I  had  been  preparing  myself  for 
intellectually  and  spiritually  during  years  at  the  Ihiiversity  Avhile 
teaching  High  School  and  at  the  Theological  Seminary.  It  all  but 
broke  my  heart  to  leave  it.  Dear  Dr.  Locke  met  me  and  urged  me  to 
take  the  position  of  resident  Chaplain  at  St.  Tmke’s  until  I  felt  strong 
enough  to  take  up  parochial  work  again.  Here,  be  it  noted,  is  just 
the  suggestion  of  the  opinion  so  commonly  held  by  the  clergy  and 
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laity  of  the  church  that  the  chaplaincy  of  a  hospital  is  the  position 
for  the  man  who  cannot  ‘  ‘  get  a  Parish  ’  who  is  not  ‘  ‘  big  enough  ’  ’  for 
‘‘Parochial  Work”,  or  equal  to  its  demands.  On  the  contrary  in  my 
humble  opinion,  just  as  the  mission  field,  the  rescue  mission  needs  men 
of  large  vision,  wide  experience  and  splendid  physical,  mental  and 
spiritual  development;  so  does  the  hospital  in  its  chaplaincy.  I  think 
that  dear  Dr.  Locke  felt  this.  But  he  could  offer  but  little  financial 
inducement,  hence  his  remark,  perhaps.  In  my  minds  eye  I  could  see 
'Written  over  the  entrance  to  the  hospital  in  large  letters  the  word 
Opportunity.  Next  to  Divine  sympathy  the  greatest  thing  in  the  world 
is  said  to  be  human  sympathy.  Next  to  that  would  I  put  opportunity. 
Next  to  that  if  not  before,  suffering.  In  suffering  is  to  be  found  the 
opportunity  for  both  the  development  and  exercise  of  human  sym¬ 
pathy.  Was  I  physically,  mentally,  spiritually  equal  to  the  call? 
There  was  much  need  of  physical  endurance  in  ministering  to  patients. 
There  was  a  call  for  genuine,  heartfelt  sympathy  free  from  gushing 
sentimentalism.  One  must  be  able  to  get  down  to  the  lowliest  without 
lowering  himself,  up  to  the  standard  of  the  most  cultivated  and  refined 
without  exalting  himself.  In  dealing  with  souls  one  must  have  the 
.  tenderness  of  the  dove,  yet  the  wisdom  of  the  serpent.  One  must 
encourage  hope,  but  not  presumption.  One  must  exercise  the  utmost 
discretion,  yet  not  neglect  duty  and  opportunity.  One  must  em¬ 
phasize  the  value  of  virtues,  yet  not  condone  sins.  One  must  preacli 
and  practice  the  value  of  Christian  Healing,  yet  not  encroach  on  the 
•  domain  of  the  doctor.  One  must  of  necessity  be  aware  of  many  defects 
and  abuses,  yet  not  become  meddlesome.  One  must  prepare  the  soul 
for  the  hour  of  death  and  yet  not  undermine  the  hope  of  recovery  from 
the  physical  ailment.  One  must  cherish  in  the  soul  the  hope  of 
Paradise  and  yet  not  minimize  the  realities  of  the  day  of  judgment. 

Very  much  of  my  past  experience  had  helped  to  fit  me  for  such  a 
work,  so  I  undertook  it.  As  the  Church  was  founded  upon  Christ,  the 
Son  of  the  Living  God,  so  was  Christ  the  foundation  on  v/hich  tlie 
hospital  was  budded.  Dear  Dr.  Locke  had  realized  the  need  of  a 
hospital  in  the  city  where  the  sick  poor  might  be  treated  under 
Christian  influences.  Church  women  and  men  of  his  parish  undertook 
the  task.  Sympathizers  from  other  parishes  and  philanthropic  citizens 
came  to  the  support  of  the  project.  I  was  invited  then  to  be  the 
Chaplain  of  an  institution  established  for  Christian  charity.  True,  the 
field  of  work  had  broadened.  No  longer  was  it  confined  to  charity,  but 
it  was  to  be  Christian.  It  was  for  Christ  and  humanity.  Devotional 
services  had  been  held  in  the/hospital  from  the  first.  Early  in  its 
history  an  altar  had  been  erected,  a  chapel  set  apart.  Going  forward 
in  the  pathwav  trodden  by  the  consecrated  Dr.  Locke,  the  devoted 
Todd,  the  saintly  Toll,  the  faithful  Susan  and  others  I  was  treading  on 
hallowed  ground.  Devoted  churchwomen  in  succession  as  directresses 
of  the  Training  School  had  left  an  indelible  impress  on  that  branch 
of  the  work.  Several  graduates  have  told  me  that  they  considered  the 
chapel  service  the  most  important  part  of  their  training.  What  an 
inspiring  opportunity  opened  up  before  me !

Here  I  am  in  sunny  Naples,  but  it’s  raining  and  has  been  all  the 
afternoon,  but  they  need  it  so  much  and  we  do  not  seem  to  mind.  We 
paddled  all  afternoon  in  it.  Just  finished  dining  and  it’s  8:20  p.  ni  , 
sure  some  style. 

Twenty-four  letters  greeted  me  on  the  steamer  and  flowers,  a  big 
basket  of  fruit  and  goodies  from  Mine.  Armour;  we  sure  were  remem¬ 
bered.  My  first  thrill  was  when  the  gangway  was  raised  and  we  were 
off.  Was  I  glad?  Well,  I  don’t  know,  of  course,  thus  far  it  has  been 
wonderful.  At  Madeira  the  flowers  and  scenery,  picturesqueness  of 
everything  was  novel  in  the  extreme ;  we  did  all  the  stunts  and  there 
were  some  to  do.

Rome  Wednesday  for  twelve  days,  then  Hill  towns  Sienna, 
Assisi,  Perugia,  Orvieto,  Gubbio  two  more  T  cannot  spell — Florence, 
motor  to  Venice  overnight  at  Bologne,  then  Genoa,  Nice,  Paris,  Lon¬ 
don  last.  We  met  some  nice  people,  especially  a  Mrs.  Street,  whose 
husband  is  in  the  English  government,  and  they  have  invited  us  to 
dine  Avitli  them  in  London.  I  think  Miss  Veeder  is  going  to  change 
lier  passage  home  if  possible,  for  a  week  later  so  instead  of  Aquitania, 
the  Berengaria,  arriving  home  the  last  week  in  May.

From  the  Pittsburg  Post:  . 

‘‘Pittsburg  is  bowed  in  mourning  over  the  death  of  Miss  Catheriiu' 
Wallace,  local  school  nurse,  who  passed  away  at  Fabiola  Hosyntal, 
Oakland,  AVednesday  afternoon  at  4  o’clock.  Miss  Wallace  had  been 
ailing  for  some  time,  suffering  from  an  infected  ear  and  she  hnall} 
decided  to  go  to  the  hospital  for  treatment.  Due  to  low  vitalit\,  the 
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shock  was  more  than  she  could  withstand  and  death  resulted.  The 
loss  of  the  Pittsburg  schools  through  the  death  of  this  great  woman  is  -i 
iiieparable,  yet  it  is  not  a  selfish  interest  that  causes  the  sorrow  now  ^ 
in  the  hearts  of  those  who  knew  Miss  Wallace,  and  knew  her  well. 
She  was  one  of  those  noble  characters  who  become  martyrs  to  the 
worthy  cause.  Although  her  health  began  to  break,  she  would  not 
let  loose  from  her  work.  She  gave  her  life  to  the  Pittsburg  schools.’' 

Miss  Wallace  graduated  from  St.  Luke’s  with  the  Class  of  1911  ^

Di.  Thomas  J.  Watkins,  one  of  Chicago’s  leading  physicians  a  ^ 
national  authority  on  gynecology,  died  suddenly  of  heart  disease  yes!  \ 
teiday  in  his  office  in  the  Monroe  Building.  The  attack  came  upon  him  J 
just  as  he  finished  dictating  a  letter  to  his  secretarv.  Miss  Sarah  I 
Moran,  and  he  succumbed  in  less  than  a  minute  later.  '  | 

“The  doctor  was  preparing  to  start  dictating  again.  Miss  Moraii  1 
said,  when  she  saw  him  take  off  his  eye-glasses  and  slump  suddenlv  I 
dowui  in  his  chair,  breathing  with  difficulty.  The  secretary  called  Drs  ^ 
Harold  O.  Jones  and  Arthur  H.  Curtis,  his  associates,  from  another  > 
room,  but  before  they  could  do  anvthing  for  Dr  Watkins  Im  hnd  '1 
reathed  his  last. 

“The  youncr  woman  said  Dr.  Watkins  had  come  to  the  office  in 
excellent  spirits  as  usual.  She  added  she  did  not  believe  Dr.  Watkins 
suspected  he  had  a  chronic  or  acute  heart  disease. 

“  ‘He  had  one  attack  about  five  years  ago,’  Miss  Moran  said  ‘and 
another  slight  indisposition  several  Aveeks  ago  in  the  Philippines  He 
had  returned  from  a  month’s  vacation  in  Honolulu  with  Mrs.  Watkins 
only  a  week  or  so  ago.  He  thought  the  attack  he  h'ad  there  was  a 

touch  of  ptomaine  and  thought  nothing  much  about  it.’  He  lived  at 
219  Lake  Shore  Drive. 

.  was  one  of  the  best  knoAvn  specialists  and  authorities 

in  the  United  States  in  the  diseases  of  women.  He  had  been  president 
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of  the  American  Gynecological  Society  and  of  the  Chicago  branch  of 
the  same  organization.  He  was  known  throughout  the  medical  world 
as  the  originator  of  the  ‘Watkins  operation.’  He  was  also  famous  for 
his  skill  in  plastic  surgery. 

“He  had  been  in  practice  in  Chicago  for  more  than  thirty  years  and 
had  been  assistaiio  and  head  gynecologist  at  Northwestern  University 
since  1890.  He  was  awarded  a  full  professorship  in  gynecology  at 
Northwestern  in  1916. 

“More  recent  years  saw  Dr.  Watkins  as  one  of  the  heads  of  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  and  doing  a  great  deal  of  medical  and  surgical  work 
also  at  Wesley  Memorial  and  Mercy  hospitals.  He  was  born  in  Utica, 
N.  Y.,  July  6,  1862. 

“He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  one  son,  Sanford,  a  student  at  St. 
John’s  Military  Academy,  Wisconsin.  The  funeral  will  probably  be 
held  Saturday  from  the  Fourth  Presbyterian  Church  at  2  o’clock. 
Ur.  William  H.  Wilder,  Dr.  H.  H.  Prothingham,  Dr.  Charles  E.  Pad- 
duck,  Dr.  Sam  C.  Plummer,  Paul  Willis,  and  Henry  Paulman  will  act 
as  pallbearers.”  L  —Chicago  Tribune.

If  I  could  help  the  nurses  to  feel  that  theirs  was  not  merely  a  pro¬ 
fession,  but  a  vocation,  that  they  were  called  of  God  to  their  daily  tasks 
as  much  as  was  I  to  mine,  what  an  inspiration  to  Christian  service 
could  I  impart  to  them.  If  I  could  feed  them  upon  the  Bread  of  Life, 
the  very  Body  and  Blood  of  the  Son  of  Man,  Son  of  God,  and  help 
them  to  realize  His  very  real  Presence  with  them  while  engaged  in 
their  arduous,  often  perplexing  daily  tasks,  what  a  store  of  faith,  hope, 
strength  and  sympathy  might  I  help  to  develop  in  them  for  the  good 
of  their  service.  If  I  could  convey  the  Blessed  Sacrament  to  the  sick 
and  dying,  if  I  could  quicken  a  gleam  of  hope  in  some  despairing 
soul;  ii  I  could  give  a  ray  of  comfort  to  suffering  despairing  souls;  if 
I  could  impart  a  tone  of  cheer  to  a  ward  full  of  patients,  individual 
souls ;  if  all  would  see  in  me  as  I  went  about  the  hospital  the  marks  of 
the  living,  loving  Saviour,  what  a  work  could  I  accomplish  for  Christ 
and  humanity. 

0  blessed  and  inspiring  opportunity  new  mine — given  to  me!  To 
me,  a  frail  human  agent.  How  could  I  give  assurance  of  Divine  syoi 
pathy?  True,  I  had  been  given  the  Grace  of  Orders — I  had  been  com¬ 
missioned —  I  had  had  much  experience.  But  Divine  sympathy  was 
revealed  to  mankind  through  human  sympathy  as  evidenced  in  the  life 
of  the  Incarnate  Son.  Even  He  had  developed  the  virtue  of  human 
sympathy  chiefly  through  suffering.  Could  I  hope  for  success  in  my 
work  in  any  other  way?  Should  I  wish  it?  Heartfelt  sympathy  is 
possible  as  it  seems  to  me  only  through  experience.  So  was  I  to  have 
a  course  of  training — a  three  months’  course  of  typhoid  fever  early  in 
my  career  as  chaplain.  I  was  thus  enabled  to  see  the  hospital  life 
from  the  viewpoint  of  the  patient.  The  result  was  a  most  happy  one. 
Not  only  was  I  made  a  new  man  physically,  but  a  different  man 
spirituaily.  I  was  enabled  to  put  myself  in  the  place  of  the  sufferei*. 
Wbat  success  I  have  had  in  my  vocation  is  largely  due  to  that 
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experience.  From  time  to  time  during  these  twenty-five  years  that 
means  of  discipline  and  preparation  has  been  repeated.  Sometimes  it 
has  seemed  well  nigh  crucial.  One  such  experience  about  a  year  ago 
nearly  resulted  in  closing  the  chapter  of  my  life  work.  But  I  can 
truly  say  from  the  depths  of  my  heart  that  I  thank  God  for  having 
counted  me  worthy  of  such  a  test — literally  by  fire — that  I  might  be 
found  worthy  the  rare  field  of  opportunity  to  which  He  had  called  me. 

The  gist  of  dear  Dr.  Locke’s  charge  to  me  when  I  entered  upon  the 
work  was,  do  not  wish  to  dictate  your  methods  of  work,  but  I 
would  like  you  to  have  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  on  each 
Sunday,  Thursday  and  Holy  Day.” 

If  he  were  here  in  person  that  I  might  report  to  him  regarding  these 
years  of  service,  I  think  that  I  would  like  to  say:  ‘‘Dear  Dr.  Locke, 
twenty-five  years  ago  you  invited  me  to  accept  what  you  denominated 
a  humble  position  offering  but  meagre  financial  recompense,  but 
abounding  in  opportunities  for  doing  good  until  I  felt  able  again  to 
resume  parochial  work. 

Though  my  health  was  restored  no  parochial  work  has  seemed  to 
offer  such  splendid  opportunities  for  serving  God  and  humanity  as 
this.  There  has  been  no  great  temptation  to  leave  it.  I  have  kept 
your  injunction.  The  chapel  services  have  been  maintained.  The 
services  held  are  numbered  by  the  tens  of  thousands,  the  Eucharists 
by  the  thousand.  Baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  burials  are  num¬ 
bered  in  the  hundreds.  Possible  two  hundred  thousand  patients  have 
entered  our  doors.  If  I  have  been  able  to  leave  but  a  slight  im¬ 
pression  for  good  on  even  one-tenth  of  that  number,  who  can  measure 

the  amount  of  good  accomplished,  the  influence  that  has  gone  out  into 
the  world?

i.  What  is  the  general  attitude  of  the  Hospital  Superintendent  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Nurses? 

8.  Number  of  actual  working  hours? 

9.  Amount  charged  for  so-called  12  hour  duty? 

10  How  are  the  difficulties  of  long  hours  of  transportation  solved 
in  big  cities?  The  answers  were  as  follows: 
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1.  21  hour  duty  was  started  in  four  cities  by  P.  D.  Nurses;  in  two 
by  institutional  Nurse ;  in  three  by  institutions  and  in  two  by  P.  D.

In  two  hospitals,  for  very  ill  patients  12  hours,  one  hour  for  meals 
for  day  duty;  12  hours,  one-half  hour  for  meal  for  night  duty 
making  actual  hours  eleven  and  eleven  and  one-half  hours  plus  trans¬ 
portation  hours ;  when  caring  for  convalescent  patimits  the  consent 
of  the  patient,  relatives  and  office  must  be  obtained  in  these  hospitals 

for  one  or  two  hours  of  necessary  sunshine. 

In  twelve  hospitals,  twelve  hour  duty  means  eleven  and  eleven  and 

one-half  hours  plus  hours  in  transportation.  i  • 

9.  Fees  varied  in  different  localities  from  $5.00  to  $8.00  but  in  every 
locality  obstetrics,  contagious  and  mental  are  allowed  more  than 

regular  medical  and  surgical.  ...  4. 

10  In  four  cities  nurses  are  called  according  to  their  nearness  to 

hospital  and  regardless  of  order  on  registry  which  raises  the  ques¬ 
tion:  “If  nurses  live  at  a  distance  from  the  hospital  which  employs 
many  can  P.  D.  Nurses  earn  enough  to  pay  their  expenses?” 

Several  cities  were  small  enough  to  make  transportation  no  Ques¬ 
tion.  New  York  transportation  often  makes  12  hour  duty  14  andlb 
hour  duty  In  two  cities  they  have  accommodations  for  those  that  live 
at  long  distance.  Some  have  not  solved  the  transportation  problem 
But  few  have  solved  the  “sunshine”  problem  for  day  duty,  but 
Syracuse  finds  there  are  more  night  nurses  called  for  and  fewer  day 
nurses  and  one  city  finds  that  nearly  all  cases  are  of  much  shorter 

Where  24  hour  duty  is  still  practiced  they  have  four  hours  off  duty 
in  the  afternoon. 


On  April  28th  this  questionnaire  with  the  answers  was  read  at  the 
regular  meeting  of  the  Private  Duty  Nurses’  Section  aiu 
basis  of  a  lively  discussion,  quite  interesting  no  doubt  to  ‘

It  was  decided  by  vote  that  a  return  postal  '’®  ®®"*  L 

all  members  of  the  First  District  Association  on :  Shall  we^  *'‘'^®  ^ 

hour  dutv  in  Hospitals?”  The  report  was  given  at  the  last  le^ula 
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meeting,  May  26th.  There  were  906  returns,  184  being  for  24  hour 
duty  and  722  for  12  hour. 

A  number  of  important  questions  were  also  submitted  for  considera¬ 
tion.  Shall  there  be  $7.00  for  12  hour  duty  and  $8.00  for  24  hour 
duty?  One  nurse  suggested  that  we  have  10  hour  duty  and  another 
suggested  that  we  have  8  hour  duty.  As  someone  remarked :  ‘‘Soon 
we  will  be  asking  just  to  draw  a  salary!” 

There  was  a  large  attendance  and  the  nurses  voted  that  the  chair¬ 
man  select  a  small  committee  to  meet  with  the  Illinois  League  of 
Nursing  Education  and  to  interview  the  Superintendents  of  the  repre¬ 
sentative  hospitals  and  Training  Schools  of  the  City. 

The  report  of  the  committee  will  be  given  at  the  next  regular  meet- 
nig  which  will  be  held  on  the  Fourth  Tuesday  in  September.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  Miss  Minnie  Ahrens  who  is  the  delegate  to 
the  International  Congress  of  Nurses  in  Denmark  has  been  asked  to 
speak  there  on:  “Private  Duty  Nursing”  and  Miss  Ahrens  has  kindlv 
consented  to  give  a  report  of  the  congress  at  the  September  Meeting. 


Does  a  Nurse  derive  any  benefit  from  being  a  member  of  her 
Alumnae  ? 

She  automatically  becomes  a  member  of  the  First  District  4sso 
ciation  and  receives  the  First  District  Bulletin.  In  other  word;  she 
IS  a  Chicagoite  and  reads  the  Tribune.”  She  knows  what  is  goino- 
on  in  her  particular  line  of  work.  Why  not  also  pay  five  dollars  ^ 
year  and  be  one  to  help  boost  for  the  1000  additional  members  wliich 
are  needed  at  the  Club?

REMINISCENCES— FATHER  WRIGHT

Hundreds  of  nurses  have  passed  through  the  Training  School.  If 
but  a  fraction  of  the  number  have  been  led  to  regard  this  as  a  vocation 
and  not  a  mere  profession,  what  measure  can  be  placed  on  the  Christian 
service  rendered”?  Scores  of  doctors,  hundreds  as  internes,  ia\e^  en 
gaged  in  their  work  in  the  atmosphere  of  this  Christian  ms  i  ii 
Hundreds  of  charitably  disposed  people  have  been  movefl  to  partici- 
nate  in  our  Blessed  Work.  Who  can  measure  the  blessings  to  these 
individual  souls?  But  into  the  regions  beyond  the  Veil  we  lia^  e  peiie 
trated  witli  our  intercessions,  flow  great  has  been  the  upli.  : 
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For  the  unbounded  opportunities  of  which  I  have  been  able  to  take 
advantage  I  rejoice  and  praise  God.  My  regrets  are  in  the  countless 
opportunities  of  which  I  have  failed  to  take  advantage.  The  com¬ 
pensations  in  the  consciousness  of  a  ready  response  to  the  demands 
upon  my  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  resources.

Suddenly  while  addressing  a  gathering  of  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Kevolution  at  the  University  Club  on  the  evening  of  April  16th  19^5 
George  Deming  Wright  was  stricken  down  by  a  cerebral  hemorrhage 

and  entered  into  the  rest  of  Paradise  a  few  hours  later  at  St  Luke ’s 
Hospital. 

For  nearly  thirty  years  Father  Wright  was  the  efficient  and  devoted 
chaplain  of  St.  Luke  s.  Appointed  by  the  Reverend  Dr.  Locke  and 
carefully  instructed  as  to  the  character  of  the  worship  and  reli’<rious 
administratioii  which  the  founder  of  the  hospital  desired  to  prevail 
Father  Wright  conscientiously  carried  out  those  instructions  and 
policies  with  painstaking  devotion. 

His  readiness  to  serve,  his  faithful  ministrations,  his  kind  word  to 
all,  his  great  sympathy  with  the  suffering  and  afflicted,  his  spiritual 
earnestness, 'and  genial  manner,  won  the  respect  and  love  of  every  one 
connected  with  the  institution  and  made  for  him  enduring  friendshins 
from  every  walk  in  life.  By  his  long  self-sacrificing  service  he  be- 
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came  a  necessary  part  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  and  now  that  lie  has 
been  so  suddenly  taken  away,  his  loss  is  keenly  felt  and  seems  almost 
irreparable.  Memorial  services  were  held  in  the  chapel  at  10:30  A.  M. 
and  at  Evensong  on  Sunday,  April  19th,  and  on  Monday  morning, 
April  20th,  at  7  A.  M.  there  was  a  requiem  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  in  St.  Bartholomew’s,  Chicago,  on 
Monday,  April  20th,  at  eleven  o’clock  with  Bishop  Griswold  in  charge 
assisted  by  Bishop  Anderson  and  clergy  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  presence 
of  a  congregation  which  filled  the  church  to  capacity. 

Interment  was  in  the  family  lot  at  Fenton,  Michigan,  Father 
Wright’s  old  home,  on  Tuesday,  April  21st,  1925.

AN  APPRECIATION 

In  the  early  morning  hours  of  April  twenty-first.  Father  Wright’s 
remains  arrived  at  Fenton,  Michigan.  He  was  taken  to  his  old  home 
which  he  loved  so  dearly  and  there  he  rested  until  that  afternoon 
when  he  was  borne  to  St.  Jude’s  Church  where  the  Burial  Office  was 
read;  interment  being  in  the  family  lot. 

Thus  ended  the  life  of  one  whose  worth  and  splendid  Christian 
character  have  left  an  impression  on  many  hearts  and  lives  which  will 
never  be  effaced.  There  was  perhaps  no  other  priest  in  Chicago  better 
kno^vn  than  Father  Wright  who  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ministered  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital.  His  genial 
friendship  and  sincere  interest  followed  those  who  were  recipients  of 
his  ministrations  into  their  homes,  as  his  ever  increasing  number  of 
Christmas  letters  penned  by  his  own  hand  bore  witness. 

Father  Wright  was  an  expression  of  a  spirit  of  a  past  generation 
and  one  which  is  needed  in  this  busy  age.  We  looked  upon  Father 
Wright  as  the  connecting  link  which  united  the  beginning  of  St. 
Luke’s  under  Dr.  Locke  with  the  modern  St.  Luke’s.  But  he  was 
more  than  that;  he  exhibited  those  qualities  of  a  generation  of  men 
who  made  lasting  friends,  aptly  described  in  Meredith’s  words  that 
“they  drank  the  pure  daylight  of  honest  speech.”  For  when  we  take 
stock  of  a  man’s  life  and  count  up  what  is  dross  and  what  is  gold  his 
riches  will  be  largely  in  terms  of  friendships. 

The  consuming  interest  and  hobby  of  his  life  was  the  garden  and 
orchard  at  Fenton.  The  recent  visit  to  his  old  home  revealed  a  siJe 
of  his  nature  which  was  hidden  from  us  who  were  his  fellows  in  St. 
Luke’s.  His  idiosyncrasy  of  acquisitiveness  of  things,  valueless  in 
themselves  caused  much  gentle  humor  concerning  him.  It  was  a  part 
of  his  verv  nature  and  reflected  the  backgi'ound  ot  tlie  Fenton  home- 
stead. 

His  home  is  fascinating  beyond  description.  It  is  as  if  its  former 
occupants  stepped  out  some  fifty  or  sixty  years  ago  and  that  no  one  had 
entered  during  their  absence.  For  everything  stands  in  its  accus¬ 
tomed  place. 

Picture  a  large  old  fashioned  house  of  some  fourteen  rooms  witli 
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its  proverbial  parlor  opened  only  on  extraordinary  occasions.  Its 
carpet  more  than  fifty  years  old  as  bright  and  fresh  as  the  day  it  was 
laid,  samplers,  old  etchings  and  prints,  what-nots,  lace  curtains  hang¬ 
ing  from  cornices  and  training  three  or  four  feet  on  the  floor,  every¬ 
thing  to  make  the  heart  of  a  connoisseur  of  antiques  leap  for  joy.  Old 
four  post  beds  with  their  great  canopies  arrayed  with  gorgeous  fringe ; 
quilts,  the  labor  of  his  mouther’s  nimble  fingers;  lanterns  and  lamps 
with  candles  accompanied  by  their  snuffers  on  the  stands  at  the  head 
of  each  bed.  His  father’s  high  beaver  hat,  recalling  the  pictures  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  hanging  on  the  peg  where  he  placed  it  the  last  time 
he  hung  it  up.  Blankets  made  from  the  wool  sheared  from  his  father’s 
sheep,  carded  and  spun  by  his  mother.  One  might  think  it  a  great 
antique  shop  rather  than  an  actual  home  in  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five.  In  this  story  book  environment  of  the  past  Father 
Wright  dwelt  and  there  found  his  recreation. 

On  Father  Wright’s  desk  the  night  he  died  lay  the  unfinished  record 
of  that  day’s  activity,  and  so  back  to  the  beginning  of  the  year  eigh¬ 
teen  hundred  and  seventy-two  to  the  day  of  his  death,  his  goings  and 
comings  were  jotted  down.  In  those  diaries  are  recorded  visits  and 
conversations  of  many  who  long  since  have  forgotten  them,  still . 
recorded  and  cherished  by  him  who  had  enough  interest  in  his  fellows 
to  record  your  name  and  mine  in  a  book  with  pen  and  ink. 

With  the  passing  of  Father  Wright  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  has  lost  a 
loving  servant  and  the  Church  has  laid  to  rest  one  of  her  most  de¬ 
voted  and  loyal  sons,  a  staunch  upholder  of  the  Faith,  of  which  he

FATHER  WRIGHT 


*  Only  recently  have  I  passed  the  date  of 
my  twenty-fifth  anniversary  as  Chaplain 
of  St.  Luke’s.  The  Silver  Jubilee  is  one 
quite  commonly  marked  with  elaborate 
functions  and  gala  festivities.  My  in¬ 
cumbency  has  been  so  domestic  in  its 
character  that  I  would  gladly  have 
called  together  my  “children”  and  friends 
and  neighbors  to  rejoice  with  me  and  join 
with  me  in  praising  God  for  this  remark¬ 
able  period  of  opportunity  which  He  has 
vouchsafed  to  me  and  for  the  many  bless¬ 
ings  in  which  it  has  abounded.  But  that 
dream  was  not  to  be  realized.  So  I  am 
especially  glad  to  avail  myself  of  this  op¬ 
portunity  to  review  briefly  these  eventful 
twentv-flve  years  with  manv  of  the  chil- 
dren  of  St.  Luke’s  who  are  readers  of 
this  periodical. 

I  was  just  emerging  from  a  twm  years’ 
period  of  comparatively  rest  due  to  a  nerv- 
our  breakdown  after  seven  years  of  very 
hard  work  at  the  Cathedral.  The  field 
there  was  j  ust  such  as  I  may  have  dreamed 
of  when  on  errands  of  mercy  while  in  my 
teens,  or  learning  the  trade  of  my  father’s 
woolen  mill  that  I  might  be  able  to  see 
things  from  the  working  man’s  viewpoint; 
or  the  teaching  street  urchins  in  a  mission 
school  on  the  East  Side  of  New  York  City, 


and  a  night  school  in  “Houston  Street”. 
It  was  such  as  I  had  been  preparing  my¬ 
self  for  intellectuallv  and  spiritually  dur- 
ing  years  at  the  University  while  teaching 
High  School  and  at  the  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary.  It  all  but  broke  my  heart  to  leave 
it.  Dear  Dr.  Locke  met  me  and  urged  me 
to  take  the  position  of  resident  Chaplain 
at  St.  Luke’s  until  I  felt  strong  enough 
to  take  up  parochial  work  again.  Here, 
be  it  noted,  is  just  the  suggestion  of  the 
opinion  so  commonly  held  by  the  clergy 
and  laity  of  the  church  that  the  chap¬ 
laincy  of  a  hospital  is  the  position  for  the 
man  who  cannot  “get  a  Parish”,  who  is  not 
“big  enough”  for  “Parochial  Work”,  or 
equal  to  its  demands.  On  the  contrary  in 
my  humble  opinion,  just  as  the  mission 
field,  the  rescue  mission  needs  men  of  large 
vision,  wide  experience  and  splendid  phy¬ 
sical,  mental  and  spiritual  development ; 
so  does  the  hospital  in  its  chaplaincy.  I 
think  that  dear  Dr.  Locke  felt  this.  But 
he  could  offer  but  little  financial  induce¬ 
ment,  hence  his  remark,  perhaps.  In  my 
minds  eye  I  could  see  written  over  the 
entrance  to  the  hospital  in  large  letters 
the  word  Opportunity.  Next  to  Divine 
sympathy  the  greatest  thing  in  the  world 
is  said  to  be  human  sympathy.  Next  to 
that  would  I  put  opportunity.  Next  to 
that  if  not  before,  suffering.  In  suffering 
is  to  be  found  the  opportunity  for  both 
the  development  and  exercise  of  human 
sympathy.  Was  I  physically,  mentally, 
spiritually  equal  to  the  call  ?  There  was 
much  need  of  physical  endurance  in  min¬ 
istering  to  patients.  There  was  a  call 


for  genuine,  heartfelt  sympathy  free  from 
gushing  sentimentalism.  One  must  be  able 
to  get  down  to  the  lowliest  without  lower¬ 
ing  himself,  up  to  the  standard  of  the 
most  cultivated  and  refined  without  exalt¬ 
ing  himself.  In  dealing  with  souls  one  must 
have  the  tenderness  of  the  dove,  yet  the 
wisdom  of  the  serpent.  One  must  encour¬ 
age  hope,  but  not  presumption.  One  must 
exercise  the  utmost  discretion,  yet  not  neg¬ 
lect  duty  and  opportunity.  One  must 
emphasize  the  value  of  virtues,  yet  not 
condone  sins.  One  must  preach  and  prac¬ 
tice  the  value  of  Christian  Healing,  yet 
not  encroach  on  the  domain  of  the  doctor. 
One  must  of  necessity  be  aware  of  many 
defects  and  abuses,  yet  not  become  med¬ 
dlesome.  One  must  prepare  the  soul  for 
the  hour  of  death  and  yet  not  undermine 
the  hope  of  recovery  from  the  physical  ail¬ 
ment.  One  must  cherish  in  the  soul  the 
hope  of  Paradise  and  yet  not  minimize  the 
realities  of  the  day  of  judgment. 

Very  much  of  my  past  experience  had 
helped  to  fit  me  for  such  a  work,  so  I  un¬ 
dertook  it.  As  the  Church  was  founded 
upon  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Living  God, 
so  w'as  Christ  the  foundation  on  which  the 
hospital  was  builded.  Dear  Dr.  Locke 
had  realized  the  need  of  a  hospital  in  the 
city  where  the  sick  poor  might  be  treated 
under  Christian  influences.  Church  women 
and  men  of  his  parish  undertook  the  task. 
Sympathizers  from  other  parishes  and 
philanthropic  citizens  came  to  the  support 
of  the  project.  I  was  invited  then  to  be 
the  Chaplain  of  an  institution  established 
for  Christian  charity.  True,  the  field  of 


work  had  broadened.  No  longer  was  it 
eonfined  to  eharity^  but  it  was  to  be  Chris¬ 
tian.  It  was  for  Christ  and  humanity. 
Devotional  services  had  been  held  in  the 
hospital  from  the  first.  Early  in  its  his¬ 
tory  an  altar  had  been  erected,  a  chapel 
set  apart.  Going  forward  in  the  pathway 
trodden  by  the  consecrated  Dr.  Locke,  the 
devoted  Todd,  the  saintly  Toll,  the  faith¬ 
ful  Susan  and  others  I  was  treading  on 
hallowed  ground.  Devoted  churchwomen 
in  succession  as  directresses  of  the  Train¬ 
ing  School  had  left  an  indelible  impress  on 
that  branch  of  the  work.  Several  graduates 
have  told  me  that  they  considered  the 
chapel  service  the  most  important  part  of 
their  training.  What  an  inspiring  oppor¬ 
tunity  opened  up  before  me! 

If  I  could  help  the  nurses  to  feel  that 
theirs  was  not  merely  a  profession,  but  a 
vocation,  that  they  were  called  of  God  to 
their  daily  tasks  as  much  as  was  I  to  mine, 
what  an  inspiration  to  Christian  service 
could  I  impart  to  them.  If  I  could  feed 
them  upon  the  Bread  of  Life,  the  very 
Body  and  Blood  of  the  Son  of  Man,  Son 
of  God,  and  help  them  to  realize  His  very 
real  Presence  with  them  while  engaged  in 
their  arduous,  often  perplexing  daily 
tasks,  what  a  store  of  faith,  hope,  strength 
and  sympathy  might  I  help  to  develop 
in  them  for  the  good  of  their  service.  If 
I  could  convey  the  Blessed  Sacrament  to 
the  sick  and  dying,  if  I  could  quicken  a 
gleam  of  hope  in  some  despairing  soul; 
if  I  could  give  a  ray  of  comfort  to  suf¬ 
fering  despairing  souls;  if  I  could  impart 
a  tone  of  cheer  to  a  ward  full  of  patients; 


individual  souls ;  if  all  would  see  in  me  as 
I  went  about  the  hospital  the  marks  of 
the  livings  loving  Saviour,  what  a  work 
could  I  accomplish  for  Christ  and  human¬ 
ity. 

O  blessed  and  inspiring  opportunity 
now  mine — given  to  me!  To  me,  a  frail 
human  agent.  How  could  I  give  assurance 
of  Divine  sympathy.^  True,  I  had  been 
given  the  Grace  of  Orders — I  had  been 
commissioned — I  had  had  much  experience. 
But  Divine  sympathy  was  revealed  to 
mankind  through  human  sympathy  as 
evidenced  in  the  life  of  the  Incarnate  Son. 
Even  He  had  developed  the  virtue  of 
human  sympathy  chiefly  through  suffering. 
Could  I  hope  for  success  in  my  work 
in  any  other  way.^  Should  I  wish  it.^ 
Heartfelt  sympathy  is  possible  as  it  seems 
to  me  only  through  experience.  So  was 
I  to  have  a  course  of  training — a  three 
months’  course  of  typhoid  fever  early  in 
my  career  as  chaplain.  I  was  thus  en¬ 
abled  to  see  the  hospital  life  from  the 
viewpoint  of  the  patient.  The  result  was 
a  most  happy  one.  Not  only  was  I  made 
a  new  man  physically,  but  a  different  man 
spiritually.  I  was  enabled  to  put  myself 
in  the  place  of  the  sufferer.  What  success 
I  have  had  in  my  vocation  is  largely  due 
to  that  experience.  From  time  to  time 
during  these  twenty-five  years  that  means 
of  discipline  and  preparation  has  been 
repeated.  Sometimes  it  has  seemed  well 
nigh  crucial.  One  such  experience  about 
a  year  ago  nearly  resulted  in  closing  the 
chapter  of  my  life  work.  But  I  can  truly 
say  from  the  depths  of  my  heart  that  I 


thank  God  for  having  counted  me  worthy 
of  such  a  test — literally  by  fire — that  I 
might  be  found  worthy  the  rare  field  of 
opportunity  to  which  He  had  called  me. 

The  gist  of  dear  Dr.  Locke’s  charge  to 
me  when  I  entered  upon  the  work  was,  “I 
do  not  wish  to  dictate  your  methods  of 
work,  but  I  would  like  you  to  have  a 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  on  each 
Sunday,  Thursday  and  Holy  Day.” 

If  he  were  here  in  person  that  I  might 
report  to  him  regarding  these  years  of 
service,  I  tliink  that  I  would  like  to  say: 
“Dear  Dr.  Locke,  twenty- five  years  ago 
you  invited  me  to  accept  what  you  denom¬ 
inated  a  humble  position  offering  but 
meagre  financial  recompense,  but  abound¬ 
ing  in  opportunities  for  doing  good  until  I 
felt  able  again  to  resume  parochial  work. 

Though  my  health  was  restored  no 
parochial  work  has  seemed  to  offer  such 
splendid  oj)portunities  for  serving  God 
and  humanity  as  this.  Tliere  has  been 
no  great  temptation  to  leave  it.  I  have 
kept  your  injunction.  The  chapel  services 
have  been  maintained.  The  services  held 
are  numbered  bv  the  tens  of  thousands, 
the  Eucliarists  by  the  thousand.  Baptisms, 
confirmations,  marriages,  burials  are  num¬ 
bered  in  the  hundreds.  Possibly  two  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  })atients  have  entered  our 
doors.  If  I  have  been  able  to  leave  but 
a  slight  impression  for  good  on  even  one- 
tenth  of  that  number,  who  can  measure 
the  amount  of  good  accomplished,  the  in¬ 
fluence  that  has  gone  out  into  the  world 

Hundreds  of  nurses  have  passed 
through  the  Training  School.  If  but  a 


fraction  of  the  number  have  been  led  to 
regard  this  as  a  vocation  and  not  a  mere 
profession,  what  measure  can  be  placed  on 
the  Christian  service  rendered?  Scores 
of  doctors,  hundreds  as  internes,  have  en¬ 
gaged  in  their  work  in  the  atmosphere  of 
tliis  Christian  institution.  Hundreds  of 
charitably  disposed  people  have  been 
moved  to  participate  in  our  Blessed  Work. 
Who  can  measure  the  blessings  to  these 
individual  souls  ?  But  into  the  regions 
beyond  the  Veil  we  have  penetrated  with 
our  intercessions.  How  great  has  been  the 
uplift !

By  his  long  self- 
sacrificing  service  he  became  a  necessary 
part  of  St.  lAike’s  Hospital  and  now  that 
he  has  been  so  suddenly  taken  away,  his 
loss  is  keenly  felt  and  seems  almost  ir¬ 
reparable.  Wemorial  services  were  held  in 
the  chapel  at  10:30  A.  M.  and  at  Even¬ 
song  on  Sunday,  April  19th,  and  on  Mon¬ 
day  morning,  April  20th,  at  7  A.  M.  there 


was  a  requiem  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  in  St. 
Bartholomew’s^  Chicago^  on  Monday.  April 
20tlq  at  eleven  o’clock  with  Bishop  Gris¬ 
wold  in  charge  assisted  hy  Bishop  Ander¬ 
son  and  clergy  of  the  Diocese,  in  the 
presence  of  a  congregation  which  filled 
the  church  to  capacity. 

Interment  w\as  in  the  family  lot  at 
Fenton,  Michigan,  Father  Wright’s  old 
home,  on  Tuesday,  April  21st,  1925.

An  Appreciation 

In  the  early  morning  hours  of  April 
twenty-first.  Father  Wright’s  remains  ar¬ 
rived  at  F'enton,  Michigan.  He  was  taken 
to  his  old  home  which  he  loved  so  dearly 
and  there  he  rested  until  that  afternoon 
when  he  was  borne  to  St.  Jude’s  Church 
wliere  the  Burial  Office  was  read ;  inter¬ 
ment  being  in  the  family  lot. 

Thus  ended  the  life  of  one  whose  worth 
and  splendid  Christian  character  have  left 
an  impression  on  many  hearts  and  lives 
wliich  will  never  be  effaced.  There  was 
perhaps  no  other  priest  in  Chicago  better 
known  than  Father  Wright  who  for  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ministered  to 
the  spiritual  needs  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 
His  genial  friendship  and  sincere  interest 
followed  those  who  were  recipients  of 
his  ministrations  into  their  homes,  as  his 


ever  increasing  number  of  Christmas  let¬ 
ters  penned  by  his  own  hand  bore  witness. 

Father  Wright  was  an  expression  of  a 
spirit  of  a  past  generation  and  one  which 
is  needed  in  thus  busy  age.  We  looked 
upon  Father  Wright  as  the  connecting 
link  which  united  the  beginning  of  St. 
Luke’s  under  Dr.  Locke  with  the  modern 
St.  Luke’s.  But  he  was  more  than  that; 
he  exhibited  those  qualities  of  a  generation 
of  men  who  made  lasting  friends,  aptly 
described  in  Meredith’s  words  that  “they 
drank  the  pure  daylight  of  honest  speech.” 
For  when  we  take  stock  of  a  man’s  life 
and  count  up  what  is  dross  and  what  is 
gold  his  riches  will  be  largely  in  terms  of 
friendships. 

The  consuming  interest  and  hobby  of 
his  life  was  the  garden  and  orchard  at 
Fenton.  The  recent  visit  to  his  old  home 
revealed  a  side  of  his  nature  which  was 
hidden  from  us  who  were  his  fellows  in 
St.  Luke’s.  His  idiosyncrasy  of  acquis¬ 
itiveness  of  things,  valueless  in  themselves 
caused  much  gentle  humor  concerning  him. 
It  was  a  part  of  his  very  nature  and  re¬ 
flected  the  background  of  the  Fenton  home¬ 
stead. 

His  home  is  fascinating  beyond  descrip¬ 
tion.  It  is  as  if  its  former  occupants 
stepped  out  some  fifty  or  sixty  years  ago 
and  that  no  one  had  entered  during  their 
absence.  For  everything  stands  in  its  ac¬ 
customed  place. 

Picture  a  large  old  fashioned  house  of 
some  fourteen  rooms  with  its  proverbial 
parlor  opened  only  on  extraordinary  oc¬ 
casions.  Its  carpet  more  than  fifty  years 


old  as  briglit  and  fresh  as  the  day  it  was 
laid,  sam})lers,  old  etchings  and  prints, 
what-nots,  lace  curtains  hanging  from 
cornices  and  training  three  or  four  feet 
on  the  floor,  everything  to  make  the  heart 
of  a  connoisseur  of  antiques  leap  for  joy. 
Old  four  post  beds  with  their  great  cano¬ 
pies  arrayed  with  goregous  fringe;  quilts, 
the  labor  of  his  mother’s  nimble  fingers ; 
lanterns  and  lamps  with  candles  accom- 
})anied  by  their  snuffers  on  the  stands  at 
the  head  of  each  bed.  His  father’s  high 
beaver  hat,  recalling  the  pictures  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  hanging  on  the  peg 
where  he  placed  it  the  last  time  he  hung 
it  up.  Blankets  made  from  the  wool 
sheared  from  his  father’s  sheep,  carded 
and  spun  by  his  mother. 

On  Father  Wright’s  desk  the  night  he 
died  lav  the  unfinished  record  of  that  dav’s 
activity,  and  so  back  to  the  beginning  of 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  to  the  day  of  his  death,  his  goings  and 
comings  were  jotted  down.  In  those  dia¬ 
ries  are  recorded  visits  and  conversations 
of  many  who  long  since  have  forgotten 
them,  still  recorded  and  cherished  by  him 
who  had  enough  interest  in  his  fellows 
to  record  your  name  and  mine  in  a  book 
with  })en  and  ink. 

With  the  passing  of  Father  Wright  St. 
laike’s  Hospital  has  lost  a  loving  servant 
and  the  Church  has  laid  to  rest  one  of 
her  most  devoted  and  loyal  sons,  a 
staunch  upholder  of  the  Faith,  of  which 
he  was  a  faithful  witness.

The  Margaret  Edith  Johnstone  Memorial  Endowed  Room 

The  Endowed  Room  shall  be  open  to  all  graduates  of  St.  Luke  s 
Hospital,  School  of  Nursing  who  are  in  need  of  hospital  care,  according 
to  the  following  provisions :

Just  this  week  the  swellino*  had 
gone  down  and  we  discovered  this  depression  in  frontal  bone  under 
eyebrow.  They  think  it  will  take  care  of  itself,  since  it  has  o-iven  me 
no  trouble  in  these  tAvo  months.

Julius  Rosenwald  contributes  a  million  dollars  to  the  University  of 
Chicago  endowment  fund.  The  name  Rosenwald  is  added  to  those  of 
Rockefeller,  Eastman,  Duke,  Potter,  Gugenheim  and  others — all  of 
whom  have  donated  a  million  or  more  for  educational  purposes. 

Champaign-Urbana  people  will  be  surprised  to  learn  that  we  have 
in  Senator  William  B.  McKinley  a  man  who  is  entitled  to  join  this 
group.  His  gifts  to  educational  institutions  have  passed  the  million 
mark. 

More  than  $700,000  of  this  sum  has  been  given  to  the  University  of 
Illinois.  His  donations  to  the  State  University,  which  he  attended  in 
the  early  seventies,  include  $100,000  to  the  University  Y.  M.  C.  A. ; 
$74,000  to  the  University  Y.  W.  C.  A. ;  a  loan  fund  for  worthy  students 
of  $55,000;  $100,000  as  an  endowment  fund  for  the  McKinley  profes¬ 
sorship  of  railway  economics;  $205,000  for  the  McKinley  Memorial 
hospital  and  $200,000  for  the  McKinley  foundation  for  Presbyterian 
vstudents.

Blackburn  College  at  Carlinville,  Ill. — the  college  where  every  stu¬ 
dent  must  in  a  degree  at  least  be  self-supporting — has  benefited  more 
than  $150,000  by  the  generosity  of  Senator  McKinley. 

In  the  Northwest,  Huron  College  has  rejoiced  because  of  his  generous 
spirit.  In  Kansas,  Emporia  College  has  cause  to  thank  Mr.  McKinley. 
The  same  is  true  of  Hastings  College  and  Jamestown  College. 

In  Illinois,  besides  the  State  University  and  Blackburn  College, 
Rockford  College  for  Women,  Lincoln  College,  Illinois  College  at 
Jacksonville,  James  Millikin  University  at  Decatur  and  Augustana 
College  at  Rock  Island  have  been  recipients  of  many  thousands  from 
Senator  McKinley.

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Report  of  Delegates  to  the  Convention  of  the  Illinois  State  Ass’n  at 

Springfield,  Ill. 

T  tliank  the  President,  tlie  Board  of  Directors,  and  members  of  tlie 
Alumnae  for  the  privilege  of  attending  the  convention  of  the  Illinois 
State  Association  of  (liaidnate  Nurses,  held  at  Springfield,  Oct.  14 
14  and  15. 

It  was  somewhat  reminiscent  of  the  time  I  finished  training  and 
returned  home  with  the  proper  idea  of  the  application  of  all  modei’ii 
healing  appliances  to  find  that  my  motlier  could  obtain  the  same  result 
with  a  good  old-fashioned  mustard  plaster. 

And  so  it  is  when  we  brush  elbows  at  State  meetings,  the  problems 
of  the  few  are  the  pi’oblems  of  the  many.  Some  have  advanced  ideas 
and  others  still  retain  old-fashioned  ones,  but  the  striving  is  all  in  one 
general  direction  for  the  advancement  of  onr  nursing  profession. 

The  real  objective,  which  was  the  keynote  of  every  paper  given  by 
a  nurse,  was  for  the  betterment  of  the  patient. 

Evmn  in  her  talk  on  ‘‘Grading  of  Schools  of  Nursing,”  Miss  Logan 
said  the  mechanical  process  would  fail  unless  it  were  stimulated'"by 
the  fundamental  principles,  and  ideals  behind  it. 

The  first  afternoon  was  given  over  to  the  Private  Duty  Section. 
The  aim  of  the  nurse  should  be  first  to  help  her  patient  and  secondly 
to  keep  at  par  to  function  well.  Each  nurse  is  a  part  of  her  hospitjil 
even  after  graduation  and  she  shcnld  be  able  to  see  the  hospital 
view])oint.  It  was  recommended  that  graduate  nui*ses  meet  occa¬ 
sionally  with  the  Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  instead  of  thresh¬ 
ing  out  their  individual  problems  in  dressing  rooms,  etc.  However, 
after  pacifying  the  patient  because  of  shortage  of  linen  and  telling 
how  s})lendid  the  hospital  was  as  an  institution,  it  was  agreed  thal 
the  private  duty  nurse  really  brought  about  more  harmonv  than 
discord ! 

At  the  Round  Table  it  was  discovered  that  downstate  nurses  were 
not  in  the  least  interested  in  12-honr  duty,  the  present  burning  issue 
of  the  Private  Duty  Section  of  the  First  District. 

Miss  Mabel  Lyman,  one  of  onr  nurses,  is  Supervisor  of  City  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Nursing  at  Springfield.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  public 
health  progi-am  was  the  address  by  Dr.  Eva  M.  Wilson,  who  called 
herself  a  country  doctor.  She  spoke  of  the  relation  of  the  nurse  to 
the  rural  community.  Country  girls  entering  the  city  receive  a  new 
slant  on  life  and  in  three  years  see  a  rapid  changt*.  On  returning  to 
the  rural  community  it  seems  necessary  for  her  to  bring  about  radical 
changes  over  night.  But  there  is  a  great  need  for  her  services. 

The  percentage  of  spinal  curvature  and  hip  disease  is  highest  in 
the  country.  If  Johnny  has  a  pain  in  his  leg,  his  grandmother  tells 
him  it  is  a  growing  pain,  and  if  he  tells  his  father  he  says  to  wait 
until  threshing  is  over  and  then  he  will  take  him  to  a  doctor--often 
a  doctor  of  some  cult. 

If  Ikey  Bloom  gets  a  pain  his  mother  tells  him  to  run  around  the 
corner  to  the  Dispensary  and  soon  Ikey  is  receiving  the  same  scientific 
treatment  as  the  little  rich  girl  from  Lake  Shore  Drive. 

Dr.  Wilson  said  she  wondered  wlno-e  the  100  per  cent  American 
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boys  from  the  country  were  jLioino-  to  be  lOO  years  from  now  in  com¬ 
parison  witli  the  little  foreigners  of  the  city. 

The  best  qualification  for  the  rural  nurse  is  to  have  the  vision  of 
an  explorer,  love  for  her  fellowmen  and  an  instinct  for  tlie  ri^-ht 
sort  of  co-operation  with  a  dash  of  humor. 

One  darkey  met  another  darkey  on  the  street  and  asked  him  to  tell 
him  what  was  meant  by  this  here  word,  “Co-operation.’’ 

“I’se  can’t  give  you  a  dictionary  meaning,”  said  the  other  darkey, 
“but  I’se  can  explain  what  it  means.  It  is  like  this,  if  a  Ku  Klux 
Klan  ball  team  should  play  a  Knights  of  Columbus  ball  team,  and 
the  proceeds  went  to  set  up  a  Jewish  ball  team  with  a  colored  referee, 
that  would  be  co-operation.” 

The  sessions  in  charge  of  the  Illinois  League  of  Nursing  Education 
were  most  instructive.  The  well  qualified  nurse  instructor  was  con¬ 
ceded  first  place.  Stress  was  laid  on  qualification  as  leadership  without 
knoAvledge  is  no  more  than  being  conspicuously  foolish.  Miss  Ken¬ 
nedy  gave  an  inspiring  talk  which  was  the  climax  of  all  that  had 
gone  before. 

Miss  Kennedy  is  going  to  write  a  “History  of  the  State  Association,” 
and  has  asked  that  all  members  send  her  programs,  pictures  or  any 
other  data  which  they  might  have  in  their  possession  that  would  add 
interest  to  her  book.  Her  address  is  6400  Irving  Park  Blvd.  This 
will  be  of  especial  interest  as  next  year  is  the  25th  Anniversary,  and 
the  convention  is  going  to  be  held  in  Chicago. 

Miss  Place  was  re-elected  as  President,  Miss  Kennedv  as  Secretarv, 
and  Miss  Ahrens  was  elected  as  Chaiiunan  of  the  Program  Committee. 
With  such  workers  and  with  our  new  club  rooms  it  seems  fair  to 
predict  a  splendid  celebration. 

The  last  few  hours  before  leaving  Springfield  were  devoted  to  a 
pilgrimage  to  the  tomb  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  Fresh  flowers  are  always 
ke])t  on  the  sarcophagus  and  on  this  day  we  found  that  the  wi-eath  of 
roses  was  given  by  the  Illinois  State  Association  of  Graduate  Nui*ses.

My  attendance  at  the  meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Association  of 
Nurses,  in  convention  at  S])ringfield,  Oct.  12,  14,  15,  has  meant  much 
to  me.  It  has  broadened  my  view  of  the  nursing  pi*ofession.  ()u(‘  is 
very  apt  to  feel  that  we  are  living  in,  a  sort  of  woi’ld  all  our  own 
as  far  as  nursing  is  concerned,  v'hen  living  in  a  hospital  the  size  of 
St.  Lukes.  ‘  This  feeling  had  somewhat  taken  a  hold  on  me  when  I 
was  awakened  to  the  realization  of  the  immensity  of  the  field  outside 
of  St.  Lukes. 

It  lias  brought  to  me  too  the  realization  of  the  lack  of  co-operation 
on  the  part  of  the  nurses  with  their  alumnae  and  state  associations. 
It  was  urged  that  the  individuals  who  stay  outside  should  come  in 
and  get  rid  of  some  of  the  dead  timber.  We  form  too  many  small 
groups  interested  in  our  own  jiersonal  affairs  and  forget  about  helping 
others. 

Dr.  Black’s  ])a]ier  awakened  the  realization  of  the  great  need  of 
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nurses  to  si)ecia]ize  in  Pediatrics.  XIow  essential  it  is  to  be  able  to 
read  and  know  the  meanings  of  the  different  expressions  and  of  the 
different  cries  of  an  infant.  The  nurse  in  pediatrics  should  be  of  a 
superior  type  and  able  to  win  the  mother  of  the  babe  by  letting  her 
know  she  is  capable  of  loving  and  sacrificing  much  for  her  baby. 

Great  stress  was  laid  on  student  self  government.  The  old  military 
regime  has  been  found  inadequate.  This  government  encourages  the 
students  to  exi)ress  their  opinions,  which  they  need  to  be  able  to  do  for 
further  success.  It  also  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  jirove  her 
responsibility,  and  brings  out  her  self  assurance  as  well  as  to  do  her 
own  thinking. 

There  were  many  other  things  of  interest  which,  of  course,  I  cannot 
take  the  space  to  enumerate  and  dwell  on.  I  shall  long  remember 
my  first  ti'ip  to  Springfield,  thanks  to  the  members  of  my  class.

GAMBLING  IN  FLORIDA  LANDS 

Two  Ohio  officials— Cyrus  Locher,  director  of  commerce  and  Nor. 
man  E.  Beck,  chief  of  the  division  of  securities — have  returned  fi-om 
an  official  investigation  of  certain  land  concerns  in  Ploffida  winch 
applied  to  the  Ohio  securities  department  for  licenses  to  sell  Pin 
land  or  securities  in  that  state. 

All  applications  by  Florida  concerns  to  qualify  for  operation  in 
Ohio  have  been  rejected,  none  being  able  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  state  securities  law.  Thus  the  present  speculative  boom  in 
Florida  lands  is  outlawed  in  at  least  one  state,  and  Ohio  investors 
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have  been  duly  warned.  Tlie  officials  report  that  bankers  and  real 
estate  men  in  Florida  estimate  the  lots  platted  and  staked  out  to  be 
sold  along  the  east  and  west  coasts  and  on  the  ridges  number  approxi¬ 
mately  two  million.  To  occupy  them  for  homes  would  require  a  total 
population  of  60,000,000  in  the  state — half  the  number  of  people  in 
the  United  States. 

Perhaps  nine  out  of  every  ten  lots  sold  are  bought  purely  for 
speculative  puri)oses,  and  not  to  build  on,  a  condition  the  very  i*everse 
of  wholesome,  and  one  certain  to  result  in  a  collapse  sooner  or  later, 
with  tens  of  thousands  in  possession  of  worthless  land.  It  is,  in  the 
published  opinion  of  the  Ohio  officials,  a  ‘^speculative  debauch.”  Yet 
men  who  figure  a  long  time  before  buying  a  lot  in  their  home  toAvii 
where  they  know  values,  jump  for  Florida  lots  with  nevei*  a  thought 
of  investigating  their  actual  worth. 


ON  THANKSGIVING  DAY 

Good  cheer  is  never  lacking  in  8t.  Luke’s  and  especially  at  holiday 
time  is  there  gladness  and  a  friendly,  homelike  spirit  throughout  the 
institution,  bidding  defiance  to  the  grim  realities  of  sickness  and  pain. 
On  Thanksgiving  Fay,  a  huge  turkey  dinner  is  served,  with  cranberries 
and  nuts,  pumpkin  pie  and  all  the  other  delicacies  that  load  the 
dinner  table  of  the  happy  American  home. 

To  give  an  idea  of  wliat  'Iffianksgiving  means  to  the  commissary 
department,  Mrs.  Alma  Simpson,  matron,  listed  some  of  the  things 
that  St.  Luke’s  eats  on  the  last  Thursday  in  November: 

Six  hundred  pounds  of  turkey  (about  fifty  birds),  fifty  pounds  of 
cranberries,  sixty  gallons  of  cider,  two  barrels  of  sweet  potatoes, 
one  hundred  and  forty  mince  pies  and  the  same  number  of  pumpkin, 
fifty  gallons  of  ice  cream,  ten  gallons  of  oysters,  twenty-four  gall(»ns 
of  peas,  five  cases  of  oranges  and,  of  course,  quantities  of  nuts,  raisins 
and  other  “trimmings”  for  the  great  dinner. 

The  fifty  children  in  the  Florence  ward  are  especially  favored,  each 
receiving  a  box  of  candy  from  Mrs,  Snyder,  the  well-known  Chicago 
candy  maker. 


MISS  MAUDE  GOOCH  TELLS  OF  EUROPEAN  HOSPITALS 

“American  hospitals  are  unsurpassed  in  equipment  and  modern 
appliances  of  all  kinds  by  those  in  any  other  country  in  the  workL’' 
declared  Miss  Maude  Gooch,  night  supervisor,  on  her  return  from  a 
three  months  tour  abroad,  where  she  visited  the  leading  hospitals  in 
England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  France,  Germany  and  Italy. 

“While  the  medical  profession  in  European  countries  is  up-to-date 
in  its  use  of  the  many  mechanical  aids  that  have  been  developed  in  the 
past  decade,”  said  Miss  Gooch,  “I  was  surprised  to  find  that  in 
France  and  England  the  wards  in  the  large  hospitals  are  without 
heat,  except  from  small  charcoal  burners  or  open  fireplaces.  In  the 
Liverpool  Royal  Infirmary,  for  example,  the  beds  are  grouped  around 
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a  fireplace  like  spokes  in  a  wheel,  with  the  patients^  feet  toward  the 
fire.  It  is  a  pretty  picture,  but  seems  rather  crude  to  an  American. 

In  the  American  Hospital  for  Children  in  Rheims,  France,  I  found 
a  beautiful  new  building*,  and  on  the  inside,  engraved  on  tablets, 
were  the  names  of  many  Chicago  suburbs  which  had  endowed  a  bed 
or  a  ward.  Evanston,  Hinsdale,  Highland  Park  and  Lake  Forest  were 
some  that  I  noted. 

Nowhere  did  I  find  standards  of  the  nursing  profession  as  high, 
as  heie.  Even  in  the  American  Hospital  in  Paris,  the  only-  require¬ 
ments  of  a  student  entering  training  were  that  she  could  speak  English 
and  French. — Chicago  Daily  Nfivs,  Oct.  14.  Vi
